It is an interesting study to uote in 


domestic animals the traits of their 
wild ancestors. There aro somo charac- 
teristics, of coarse, -which arc readily 
recognizable as being similar to those 
of animals still in n -wild state, nnd for 
this reason they give a fair idea of the 
life and surroundings of piogenitora. 
The habits of the dog and cat are too 
familiar to comment on, bat take the 
foal arid compare his traits -with those 
of the calf. 


The foal when a few clays old can 


gallop as fast as he ever cnn in after 
life. He never leaves the dam, and 
takes nourishment in small quantities, 
avoiding a fnll meal, which would im- 
ppfle swift escape. In lying down no at- 
teiapt is made at concealment, and 
when he stands his head is held high. 
These habits show that the animal's 
ancestors spent their lives iii the open 
nnd not in the forests and that Ihey 
were great travelers.

self -with milk, and is a poor traveler. 
When danger approaches, his first im- 
pulse is to conceal himself.

Lieutenant Bobert Brambilla of tbe 


23d Infantry, U. S. A., baa a history to 
which late events have gives-quite a 
romantic tinge. He and bis two sisters 
were left to the chance mercy of tbe 
world at a tender age, by the death of 
their parents. 
As is usual in such 


cases, the waifs were bundled up and 
sent to the Orphans' Home at Carson 
City. Mr. Orvis Bing, at that time 
Superintendent of Public Schoole, be- 
came interested in the boy because of 
bis studious habits and earnest nature, 
and soon as Bobert bad reached the 
requisite age, Mr. Bing placed1 him iu 
the State University at Beno. When 
the sisters became of age two years 
later they were released from tbe Home 
and sought aud obtained work of a na- 
ture to earn an honest living.

At the University Bobert soon be- 


came a general favorite. It would be 
impossible not to like a boy who ia al- 
ways ready to do one a favor, and just 
•nob a one waa Bobert. The students 
at once dabbed him "Tobey" on ao- 
oount 
of

diminutive stature. 


"Tobey" alao became a social lion at 
the University.

liobert graduated with hvnor from 


the School of Agriculture with tbe 
Class ot '97. He at oace secured em- 
ployment with a railroad company, 
where he rtmuned until the declara- 
tion of war with Spain. It, was now 
the military training he had received 
at the Univeraity stood him in good 
stead, for be was soon commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant in the regular army 
and stationed with the 231 Infantry at 
tbe Preaidio, San Franoiaco. 


But all was not well at the Presidio.

bedside of their sick 


brother. Soon after tbia I>r. Stubbs 
waa called to the city on buaiueae, aud 
while there be called on Babert quite 
often. Ou making inquiry he learned 
that Bobert had no living relative other 
than an uncle whom be had nevei 
aeen, nor waa he sure that even this 
uncle was yet living. If living, he was 
supposed to be somewhere iu Mexico. 
Dr. Stubbs began an inveatig'tion to 
learn if thia relative was living or dead, 
and if living, where he was.
